Judge PkYor delivered tte opinion of the 
Court, as follow* : 

Jacob Kllinger died intestate, in the coun- 
ty 01 Km on, har-rig been twice marri-d, and 
without leaving a c'mH or children surviving 
him. Theappellee, Rob-rt Smmons.'admi >is- 
tered upon his estate, and, for the purpose of 
s-nt ing his account-:, filed a petition in the 
Kenton Chancery Co .rt ma-iig the heirs 
of said E ! lingrr and his widow, Mary Ellin- 
(jerjimw Benj imin), defendants; and alleging, 
among other things, that an ai.t.--nuutial con- 
tract was entered into between the widow 
and her deceased husband by which the 
widow agreed to accept six thousand dollars 
in lull satisfac ion ol all and every claim she 
might have upon the estate of her husband at 
his death by reason of the marriage. The 
heirs ol the intestate also l<le an answer, 
wt.ich is made a cross-peiiiioo against the 
wi iow, c mta ri ng ih? same averments with 
r le ei:ce to the marriage contract, and 
alleg ng that the wi iow had it in her poss- 
ession after the death of her husband, and 
c»ll upon her "0 pioduce it. 

The » i low, in travel to the O'iginal and 
cr ss-peti ion, denies that any contract was 
m de between herself an 1 husband with 
r fcrence to his properly, before or after the 
mvnage, or that they at anytime entered 
i 'to the agreement set out in the petition. 
She states that, alt-r the marriage, her hu>- 
bani presented to her a writing, mide with 
bis own hand, and rtqu-sted her to sign it 
with her maiden name, Ala-y M birlv, 
which she did in his presence, not knowing 
11s contents except as he told her it was a 
provision lor her out ol his esta'e. Upon 
readi >g it she lound ltproided thai, that 
" after his death, she should h: re six hun 
dred shares of stock in the Little Miami 
R ulroad C"mpany, 0! which stoc-lt he was 
the owner at ihe time, and also such dwel!- 
i 'g-hous :s as hi might ow 1 at his death." 
She denies hiving ai.y wri ing, and says 
that, beloreher husband's death, heiniormed 
ber ihe writing was of no value, that she 
wis otherwise provided for, and took the in. 
strument out of her custody, and for that 
reason she is unable to produce it. 

Various rules were issued and served on 
the wi lnw (the appellant) to produce the 
prper, to which she responded insisting that 
she had no such wri ing as set forth by the 
appellees, nor had shr the other writing in 
her cust'.dv since the death of her husband. 
1 After the issaes were mide, the deposition of 
Geo. N. Burlington wastaken, who states, in 
su'isiance. that he had been the pastor of a 
M thodist Church in Covington Jor two 
years, and that during his pastoral charge, 
h: was tat mately acquainted with the intes- 
tate, and also knew his wife during that 
pe i d. lie was then asked if be knew any. 
thing ol a marriage contract lieiween the in- 
testate and the appellant, if so, what were 
the contents of that contract, &c. ? The 
witness, afiersno jection by the appellant 10 
th s character jf testimony, proceeded tos.y ; 
'•I saw a marriage contract between them, 
at his residence on Greenup s reet, in Cov- 
ington, Kentucky. It wasafier the appoint- 
men of the administrator of Jacob Ellin- 
ger s estate. My rec dlection of the 
suosiance of the same was that, if shewou'd 
b;come and rema n his wife, he was to give 
her not to exceed $6,ooOnor less than $5,000 
This is my recollection. This is all that 1 
remember as to the substance of thecontrac, 
»nd I do not know what became of thecon- 
tract. My recollection is that it was signed 
by Jacob EHmg-r, Miry Moberly, Willt-m 
Jones, and Miry J ,nes. It was on ord nary 
letter p per, and written with ink." Being 
further interrogated, says that "the namesof 
William and Mary J ,nes were written after 
the others. I do not recollect the date of 
the paper. It was in .he possession of Mrs. 
Jacob Ellmger, and she delivered it to roe. 
I held the paper long enough to read it. I 
held it in my hand while I had it, and de- 
livered it to \Jrs. Ellinger immediately after 
I read it, and have never seen the paper 
since that time. Mrs. Ellmger drew it from 
a bundle of 1 apeis in her hand. The wit- 
ness, 00 cross-examinaiion, says lhat he can- 
not lecob ct ihe language or words. There 
was no'hing said in the writing about dower. 

The appellees then took the deposition of 
William Jonrs, who says that Ma-y Moberly 
lived w th him two years before she went to 
live in the house of the inUstite. (This 
was prior to the death ol the first wife of the 
Intestate. ) That he did not know of any 
such contract, and had no recollection of 
signing any such writing. In response to an 
inquiry by counsel for the appellees, this 
witness savs he did not tell the adminis- 
trator (Simmon*) that he had wit 
nessed a contract between Ellinger 
and his wile, and did not remember what 
he did say in response to inqui-y made by 
the administrator. The admtrnst ator test! 
fies that Jones i- formed him that he had at- 
tested a paper b I ween Ellinger and his wile, 
but cou d not recollect its contents. The 
wile ol Willi im Janes is dead. 

This ; s the subs'aoce ol all the tes imony 
in the ca-e, and upon the hearing, the chan- 
cellor gave th- widow the sum of six thou- 
smd dollars as her distributive sha'e, hold- 
ing that such was the contract made be- 
tw. en herself and husband prior to their 
marriage. 

Counsel for the appellant insists thit theie 
is an emire absence ol prool as to the con- 
tents of such a contract, and this is tbe only 
question involved in the case. 

The subscribing witnesses to the co-itract, 
from the tesiimonyof Buffing on, were Jones 
and wile. Mrs. Jones was dead when this 
action was instituted, and her husband 
swears that he never attested such a paper. 
He, doubtless, informed the administrator 
that he attested a contract between tbe hus- 
b nd and wife, but, when placed on ;h- 
witness stand, he seems to have no recol- 
1 ction o: any such conversati m, and being 
a witness lor the appellees, his conversation 
with the administrator cannot be held as 
compelentto establish the contents ol such 
a coi.tr c', and the case must, therefore, be 
determined up m the pleadings filed and the 
testimony of Bufiington. Ordinaiily the 
existence ol a written contract alleged to 
have been lost, or not in the custody ol the 
party attempting to enforce it, and when 
not 111 his p .wer to produce it, must be es- 
tablished hy (Jje attesiing witnesses, il any, 
or »f npt by those who saw the contract ano 
were either present when it was entered into, 
or recognn -d the handwriting ol the parti s 
to it after it had been executed and deliv- 
ered. B it in this case no attesting witness 
pi .ves the execution of tbe cortract, and no 
one ever saw a contract that he knew to be 
genuine by reason of its having the true 
Signatures of the husband and wile annexed, 
and the court is left to presume the existence 
ol such a writing and its genuineness from 
the answer ol ihe appellant and tne teli- 
mony of Buffi 'gton. 

The app llant, In h-r answer, admits the 
existence Ol a writing, Igned hy hersrl 
and husband a'ter thei- marriage, by whi. h 
he gave to her certain property at his Heat , 
and that the signa ure to that writing 
was in her maden name, Mary Moberly. 
This writn g she says was destroyed or su 
rendered to the husband, and, in response

If, in pissirtg upon this admission in the 
answer, tbe appellant is to have the benefit of 
that portion of it favorable to her siie ol the 
case, so as to destroy the effect jl that pai t 
of it prejudicial to her lights, we are left to 
dispose of the case as if she had simply de- 
nied that any such marriage contract was 
ever entered into or eucuied by herself and 
husband as alleged, or that any contract 
whatever was made between them with refer- 
ence to his property prior to the marriage. 

Buffington, a disinterested wit ess and 
wnose les'imony is uncontradicted, makes a 
piain and candid statement of .he manner m 
which he obtained a knowledge of the exist 
ence of such a writing. It was handed h in 
by the appellant alter the death of hrr hus- 
band. He read it, doubtless at her instance, 
as it could have been given him for no other 
purpose, and from bis testimony there cm 
be no doubt but that such a contract existed, 
and was in possession of the appellant alter 
Simmons had administered upon her husband's 
estite. 

The only trouble in this case arises with 
reference 10 the terms of the contract, the 
witness for the anpell es stating the consid- 
eration to be that the appellant was to marry 
the intestate and remain his wife. He does 
not remember the words or language used, 
but only the substance of the contract, and 
the chancellor below was left in uncertainty 
as to its execution or its contents, when the 
production, by the appellant, of the writing 
would have rera-ve lall d fficulty and ena- 
bled the chancellor to distribute, ndvisedlv, 
the estate between the widow and the heirs, i 

The seconda-y evidence, ia a case like 
this, must be held to apply not only lo the ' 
contents of the paper, but as to its exec lion.] 
A writing has been trusted to the custody of 
a party interested in suppressing it. It pur- 
ports t> have been an an'e-nup lal con'iac', j 
settling, in some manner, the rights of the 
widow, with her maiden name Sgned to ihe! 
paper and that of her intended husband, i 
She had it in her p ^session al'er her hus- 
band's death, and declines to produce it,n t 
upon the ground that it has been ljst or mis- i 
laid, but lor the reason, as shem.nnt lir.s, that' 
no such contract was in her custody either i 
before or sine; the death ol her husbmd. 

The lact tbat she did have possession of! 
the writing being satisfactorily estab.ished, j 
the rule then is, " if tbe second .ry evidence ! 
so offered is vag le and nidi tin. t, this, it j 
must be remembered, is to be imputed not 
to negligence on the p»rt of the pany offer- \ 
ing it, but to the refusal 01" the party hold- ! 
ing the superior evidence to produce 
such evidence." (1 Wheiton on Evi- 
dence, page 155 ) The absence ol the 
primary evidence, the contract itself in this 
case, creates the presumpu m that if p o- 
duced by the appellant, it w..uld sustain the 
appellees' statements as to lis c intents. 

The production of th? writing would en- 
able the witness, Jones, to state whether he 
had or not attested it, a- it is evident, from 
hia examination in chief, lhat he has no 
distinct recollection on the subject. The .

or of even attes ing ir, except from the fact 
of his genuine signature being njon it. 
Thu some provision was made for tbe apprl. 
lant by a contract entered into between hei- 
self and husband, in the event of the latter*! 
death, is apparent from this record. The 
appellant admits, in effect, that such was tbe 
case, hut relics on the fact that it was exe- 
cuted during the coverture, but withholds 
the paper that must, when produced , settle 
the rights of all these parties. 

Here the parties are entitled to the pro- 
duction of the instrument il in the power of 
the appellant to produce it, and in ordinary 
business transactions, where the adverse 
party has it in his power to produce evidence 
that would settle the question at issue, ,1- 
though not compelled to produce it, every 
intendment and presumption is to be made 
against the party who might remove all doubt 
on the question. (Cyrus vs. Bell, 34 New 
Hampshire.) Where a party is charged wiih 
fraud or misconduct, and the production of 
papers would establish his guilt or innocence, 
the jury will be amply justified in inferring 
guil', from the unexDtained fact of their 
non-product on. (24 B;av., 679 ) Gret n eaf 
says: "His conduct is atiribul.dto his sup. 
posed knowledge tbat the truth would have 
operated against him; an I, where t apers are 
suppressed involving a question of title, this 
is evidence thai the documents withheld af- 
ford inferences unfavorable to the title ol 
that party." (i Greenlea', 37.) 

Being satisfied lhat it w..»in ihe power ol 
the appellant to have enlightened the chan- 
cellor by producing the paper that appellees 
were entitled to inspec , weseeno reason for 
disturbing the judgment below.

They seem to be fighting the battle of 
the Speakership of the next Congress a 
littletoo much with the skirmish line. Be 
quiet, gentlemen, there will be pienty of 
time for heavy firing when the tariff re- 
formers and protectionists come together 
in 1883. 



The Covington Commonwealth says: 
" It may offend some good people to say 
that the only effective way to regulate 
gambling-houses is to license them, but we 
believe it. The suppression if gambling 
is one of the impossible things." How 
would it dojto license a man to carry a 
pistol ? 



The House Committee on Education 
has agreed to a bill to appropriate %\o, 
000,000 for educational purposes, the 
distribution to be made to States accord- 
ing to their illiteracy. If it becomes a 
law, there will be a grand rivalry on the 
point of ignorance, which for once will 
be at a premium. It will exhibit one case 
in which "ignorance is bliss," and "it is 
folly to be" — otherwise. 



The resolution offered by Mr. Beck, to 
cause an inquiry into the reputed viola- 
tions of the Civil Service Law by offi- 
cers of the Goverment, takes such a 
specific and direct shape that the Sen- 
ate will be compelled to give it seri- 
ous consideration. The effort of Mr. 
Hale to destroy its effects by requiring 
an investigation of the affairs of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, was a di- 
version too light to be entertained. It 
had no connection whatever with the 
case in point, and only served to show 
that the honorable Senator was more dis- 
posed to defend the bad conduct of his 
party associates than to uphold the laws 
of the country, which he has sworn to do. 

The resolution places Mahone in a 
situation which he will find very unpleas- 
ant before the matter is disposed of. 



While Congress is discussing the mat- 
ter of reducing the taxes on whisky and 
tobacco, the distillers and manufacturers 
are suffering from a stagnation of busi- 
ness. The markets are dull and sales 
light for both these articles. There are 
no large purchasers, because nobody is 
willing to take the risk of having the 
goods depreciated while in their hands. 
As far as the distillers are concerned, 
they are perfectly indifferent as to 
whether the tax be less or greater. 
All they want is a settled market and an 
opportunity to proceed with their busi- 
ness. More than half of the best distil- 
leries in Kentucky are now idle, and will 
probably remain so until Congress deter- 
mines what shall be done in the matter 
of the tax. If the present Congress 
should adjourn without taking definite 
action, it will be ruinous to a great many 
distillers. 



When the Hubbell assessment matter 
comes to be investigated, which is sure 
to result from Mr. Beck's resolution, 
we are anxious to have Mr. Hubbell 
come to the front, and tell exactly what 
he did with the money. We want to 
know how much of it came to Kentucky, 
and who received it. Then we want to 
find out how many voters were corrupted 
by it, and who they were. It looks like 
a good deal to expect, but then we have 
so many precedents for "full confessions 
from Republican ringsters, that the 
chances are as good in Hubbell's case 
as they ever have been in ethers. A con- 
viction of Hubbell will be almost certain 
to bring a confession, and if it does, 
we will know all about the money ex- 
pended in Kentucky. On this subject 
the Cincinnati Commercial of Tuesday 
contains the following paragraph : 

If Hubbell did not make forced assess- 
ments f)r political purposes; if nobody ha-, 
been lurned out of office for refusing to pay 
bis assessment; and, hnally, if all contribu 
tions to the Republican campaign fund were 
purely voluntary, wby the manifestsensitive- 
ness of Senator Hale and others when Sena 
tor Beck offers a resolution to institute 
official inquiry into the Hubbell method of 
raiting revenue for political objects ? 

With Hubbrli's prolessions ol running the 
collection process on tlie voluntary plar, we 
should suppose he would court an inquiry as 
affording an opportunity to cortect the im- 
pression made by the newspapers that he 
was arbitrary ta his extortions upon office- 
h< Hers. 

No honest man fears to have the light 
turned upon his official cr non-official acts. 
The sensitiveness of Hubbell and Hale is a 
manifestation of a knowledge of facts that 
would not be creditable if made known. 



The Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means in the House says he 
intends to call up the bill to reduce the 
tax on tobacco this week.

BLACKBURN'S POSITION. 

In corroboration of our view expressed 
in the last Yeoman that Mr. Blackburn 
had not and would not enter into any 
arrangement with Mr. Randall or any 
other person to secure the Speakership, 
we publish the following interview from 
the Courier-Journal's Washington corres- 
pondence of yesterday. 

Ignoring the issue between him and 
Mr. Carlisle upon the point of courtesy 
and rivalry, we recognize the fact that 
he has a substantial following, at home 
and abroad, and that it is chiefly due to 
the able, manly and well-managed con- 
test which he made against the pernicious 
principle represented by Mr. Randall 
That he could enter into an arrange- 
ment with Randall to secure an election 
over Carlisle, we knew was impossible. 
Those who know Blackburn best will 
readily understand that he would rather 
give up his seat in Congress than accept 
the Speakership or any other distinction 
upon such terms : 

There has been a great deal of gossip about 
the Speakership to-day, especially the fact 
that Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Blackburn are both 
candidates. I called on Mr. Blickburn at 
his rooms on New York avenue to-nijjht, and 
the following interesting interview was the 
result of my visit : 

"Mr. Blackburn, have you any objections 
to telling me about your candidacy lor speaker 
of the next House ? ' 

"Not the slightest." 

" First tell me about the story published 
in some papers that you are in a compilation 

ith Rand.dl to deieat Car.ide. 

"That is, of course, as false as it is ab- 
surd. Three years ago I made a right for 
Speaker of the House against Randall, and 
was only beaten by Dine votes. Recognized 
precedent and common courtesy should have 
prompted Mr. Randall to give me the head 
of one of the important committees, but he 
did not do so. Instead, he placed me down 
on the list of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, and otherwise snubbtd me. 1 rcceiv o 
more courtesy and favor on committees from 
Mr. Reifer, a Republican, than I received 
from Mr. Randall. Such a thing as my 
going into a combination with him lor any 
purpose whatever is absurd, f never made 
a combination in my life with any man, and 
I don't think I ever will." 

"Tell me ab .ut your present candidacy.'' 

"Very well; a short lime after the elec ion 
I noticed an interview in the Krannlort Vto- 
man between its editor, Cd. Stoddard John- 
•lon , and Mr. Carlisle. In that interview 
Mr. Carlisle said th.it be would pro^bly be 
a candidate for Speaker, ami also sud that 
be would not decline United States Senator- 
ship from Kentucky if it was obtainable. 
For the two days following this published 
interview I was in company with Mr. Car- 
lisle a great portion of the time, and he 
never as much as intiinaied to me that be 
would be a candidate for Speaker. Since 
Mr. Carlisle has been here, 1 have met him 
frequently in the House, and he bas never 
yet spoken a word to me about his candi- 
dacy or the Speakership. As 1 just re- 
marked, three years ago I was the candidate 
of my p irty for Speaker of the House. I 
made the best fight a man could make 
against fearful odds, and was only beaten a 
few votes. Then, as now, the same grca' ques- 
tion ol tariff reform was before the people. I 
represented a revenue land opposed to all pro- 
tection against Mr. Randall, a protectionist. 
Since then 1 am not aware that I have done 
anything to foifeit my loyalty to ibe party. 
I occupy to-day the same position as then. 
Mr. Randall is again a candidate, and he has 
not changed his views on the tarrri question. 
I do not see why I should be baried from 
again making the race against Mr. Randall 
if I am backed by a majority of my own del- 
egation and sufficient stiengtb elsewhere, or 
why I should be rudely shoved aside with- 
out as much as a reason. I like Mr. Car- 
lisle; he is an honest man, a pure, smart and 
educated man, and I regard hi 11 as one of 
the brightest men in the country and as one 
of its leading statesmen. He is too amiable 
to have an atom of aggressivement in his 
body, and Ibis will be a great obstacle in his 
contest for Speaker against a man like Ran- 
dall. 

"Had Mr. Carlisle come to me and ex- 
pressed a desire to make the race for Speak- 
er, things might have been ditlerent. But 
this ignoring of what I consider my claims, 
this shoving me aside without as much as 
saying, 'by your leave, sir,' I did 11 t like. 

I am satished that a majority of the Ken- 
ti'cay delegation in the n xt House will vote 
for me. The reports ol Mr. Carlisle's 
stre gth aregreatly ex ra cd. If yoa will 
take the trouble to inquire, you w. 11 discover 
tbat this statement is true." 

"Mr. Blackburn, do you holi the sime 
views on tariff that M'. Carlisle does ?" 

• No, not exactly. Mr. Carlisle voted to 
repeal tbe bill favoring abolishing the tax on 
tobacco. Mr. M .rrison was the only Dem- 
ocrat on the committee who opposed the re- 
port abolishing the tobacco tax. I am op- 
posed to the abolition of the tax on whisky 
and tobacco, or on any of the luxuries of 
lite. In lact, I believe that the Keiiey gang 
are trjing to inveigle the Democrats into a 
trap. I shall oppose any and all tinkering 
with the internal revenue until the tariff is 
revised." 

"I suppose you entertain no ill-feeling 
toward Mr. Carlisle." 

"None in the least. I entert iin for him 
the highest respect. He is a m 1st lovable 
man, and I am extremely sorry that I ieel 
prompttd by self-respect to oppose him for 
Speaker."

MR. CARLISLE DECLARF S HIMSELF A 
CANDIDATE FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
IWashington Correspondence Courier-Journal ] 

This morning I called upon Mr. Carlisle, 
and the following interview followed: 

"Mr. Carlisle, are you aware that Mr. 
BUckburn is a candidate for Speaker if ihe 
next House ?" 

"I did not know it for certain until quite 
recently." 

"Are you a candidate." 

"I am. I regret tbat the contest should 
have commenced so early." 

"Some of your friends are not certain tbat 
your are a candidate, as you have said noth- 
ing to them about it." 

"The reason for tbat is the long period of 
time which must elapse before a Speaker is 
elected. I did not intend to urge my claims 
for Speaker until the other gentlemen who 
were aspirants commenced the contest; but 
now tbat they have gone actively into the 
contest, it relieves me of all reticence and 
embarrassment, and I shall hereafter make a 
vigorous and active campaign for the position. 
1, of course, owe this much to my friends. 
After it was known that tbe Democrats had 
carried a majority in the next House, Mr. 
Kand 'll and myself were brought conspicu 
ou.ly befoie the: country by the Democratic 
press as candidates for the Speakership. We 
represented diHerent views upon the tariff 
question, * htch claims a great share of the 
public mind. It appeared to be the Demo- 
cratic desire that we should make tbe con- 
test, and I simply accepted the situation and 
concluded to become a candidate." 

"What do you think ol Mr. Blackburn's 
candidacy ?" 

"Mr. Blackburn, of course has as much 
tight to be a candidate as I have. 1 have 
no complaint to make. " 

••I have heard, Mr. Carlisle, that some of 
the members from the Mississippi Valley 
would vote against you on account of your 
supposed position on the Mississippi river 
improvement." 

"The) will hardly have a chance to vote 
against me until I have been heard from on 
that matter. The best mode and plan lor 
the improvement of tbe Mississippi is now 
being investigated; after it is lully consid- 
ered, I will vote as my best judgment dic- 
tates. I shall certainly not allow my candi- 
dacy for the Speakership to have the slight- 
es' weight with my voice and vote upon leg- 
islative matters. I can afford to lose the 
Speakership, but I can not afford to smother 
my sentiments as to what I deem right and 
just." 

"Have you carefully examined tbe report 
of the Tariff Commission ?" 

' Yes, sir ; I have carefully read the re- 
port. " 

"Do you not regard the twenty per cent, re- 
duction claimed as a delusion and a snare?" 

"I think I shall be able to show that the 
reduction is not twenty per cent., and on 
many of the necessaries of life it is not five 
per cent." 

"Don't you think, Mr. Carlisle, that the 
true policy of the Democrats should be a just 
and lair revision of the tariff before the in- 
terna] revenue is subjected to any legislation 
whatever ? ' 

Mr. Carlisle — "In my opinion there should 
be no general revision of the internal revenue 
laws until the tariff has been revised and re- 
duced, or, which is substantially the same 
thing, the two matters should be considered 
together, as the propriety of making reduc- 
tions in the one system will necessarily de- 
pend to a large extent upon what is done 
with the other. 



T.-tE PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 
[From the St. Louis Republican. J 
President Arthur's recommendation of an 
amendment to tbe Constitution which will 
authorize tbe Executive to disapprove speci- 
fied appropriations in a bill and at the same 
time approve the bill itself, or, in other 
words, to specify what items in an appropri- 
ation bill he approves and what ones be 
does not, has so miny considerations in 
its lavor that it is a wonder such an 
amendment was not adopted long ago. 'the 
recommendation is net a new one. Other 
Presidents have made it before, and it would 
probably have been acted on, but for tbe re- 
luctance of the people to reopen the Consti- 
tution except to put into it provisions of the 
most urgent importance. The proposed 
amendment is not of urgent importance, 
and this is the reason why it has. been neg- 
lected. But it Would save a great deal of 
trouble ; there are many reasons in its 
favor, and there is no opposition to it; 
and tnose c >ns:dera'ions may I irly claim 
for it theearntst atteniionol Congiess. Few 
appropriation bills are passed that do not 
contain items which the Executive has good 
reasons for disipproving —items which a 
majority of the members ol the two houses 
themselves do not approve, afti which 
secure position in the bill only through in- 
dividual appeals, or because they are the 
price of tbe inclusion of other items of ad- 
mitted msr.t. Tins is particularly the case 
with river and harbor appropriation bills. 
Invariably, these are loaded down with ap- 
propriations for improving insignificant and 
unnavigable creeks and harbors unknown 
outside the Congressional District in which 
they are situated; and anxious as the Execu- 
tive m\y be to veto these worse than useless 
expenditures, he cannot do so without veto- 
ing the whole bill. Miny S.ates and large 
c ues provide that tbe Executive may distin- 
guish between the items in an appropriation 
lull, and approve and disapprove them at his 
discretion — and the rule is declared to work 
great sttisfaction. The extravagance it would 
prevent in the national expenditures entitles 
it to favorable consideration. 



MR. HALES SOPHISTRY. 
[From ihe Washington Post.) 

The man who enteied a plea of guiliy on 
an indictment charging bin with having 
stolen a horse, but desired to show in miti- 
gation of sentence, that another man had 
stolen a sheep, got the start of Senator Hale 
in the line of policy he has adopted relative 
to the Beck resolution for invt stigation ol 
Hubbellism. 

The President, in his message, has deem , d 
it proper to admit what Mr. Hale's friend I 
have indignantly denied, and branded as a 
lie a thousand and one times. The Presi- 
dent says the Hubbell assessments weic "not 
voluntary.'' 

The President — and be it remembered that 
he IS a S.alwai t of undoubted orthoioxy — 
did not feel at libcity to send his annual 
message to Congress without putting therein 
a condemnation ol Hubbellism, which is tbe 
central tenet ol StalwarlUm. 

And this condemnation is scarcely less 
than terrific when one considers tbe 
terms in which it is uttered, the source 
whence it comes, ihe men whom it con- 
demns, and the body to which it is 
directed. The President, whose Adminis- 
tration bad sanctioned and been in lud ac- 
cord with Hubbellism, lelt constrained by 
the respect due his great office and by a 
laudable desire to occupy an honorable 
niche in history, to admit tbat the depart- 
ment cinplc yes had been intimi'attd and had 
given money "tot fear ol what m glit hap- 
pen in case they should refuse." 

No party in our political history was 
ever so scathingly rebuked in a m-ssage ol 
Us own pi litical head ; and, il Mr. Arthur 
had not le t, and veiy deeply fell, that he 
owed to bis c-'Uu'ry a high.-r duty loan any 
mere party obligation, he wiiuld g auly have 
excused himseii from thus burning into tne 
or zen cheek of Stalwartisiu tbe brand of 
shame. 

Following the lead of the President's 
splendid exhibition of moral courage came 
Senator Beck with a moluiion to inquire 
into these assessments that are "not volun- 
tary," to find out who have given money 
"for fear of what might happen in Case 
they should refuse," and to see what did 
happen to those who, from poverty or manly 
independence, declined to be bulldozed. 

Hereupon Senator Hale, in behall of the 
Stalwarts condtnmed in the message, rises, 
and in effect, Confesses to ali tbat the Stal- 
warts have been fur y.-ars branding as 
"Democratic lies.'' Having made the hu- 
miliating confession that the message compels, 
Sena t r Hale thinks he brings tne Demo- 
crats down to the S.alwart level by charging 
that millionaires and 1 quor asso.ia'i ji s have 
contributed money for Democratic cam- 
paigns. 

There is no analogy whatever between 
the contributions to which Mr. Hale refers 
and the bulldozing condemned by the Presi- 
dent and embraced in the li ck resolution. 

We do not believe any Demociatic com- 
mittee has handled much money from any 
source for many years, and we hope ihe time 
is at hand when campaigns will be so man- 
aged by all parties that their receipts and 
expenditures will bttar the most rigid sciu- 
tiny — will be as honest as the acc run s of 
any church or other toiuntary ass ciaVUon. 

But it Mr. II >le could prove ail that be 
professes to suspect, what relation would his 
story bear to tbat machinery wntcb, by in- 
timidation, places the civil set vice ol the 
Government at the meicy of a campaign 
committee? It is known tbat hundreds of 
thousands — it may be milliors — of dollars 
were collected by the Republican committee 
in 1880 fiom rich corporations that hidyrown 
fat on class legislation. It is known tbat 
$400,000 thus co. reeled was used to buy a 
single State for Gen. Garfield. I' is not de- 
nied that Mr. Hubbell "made a break among 
the capitalists" this year — to use the words 
of "Henderson, Secretary." But these are 
not the collections that disgrace, degrade 
and prostitute the civil service. Cap tari ts 
do not give for fear tbat they will be lumed 
out of doors, for fear that they will be d - 
prived of a chance to earn bread for their 
wives ar.d children. 

Congress u not bound to protect capital- 
ists fr n 1/ail, ozing assessment-, but Con- 
gress is bound to protect the servants of the 
Government from assessments that are ".101 
voluntary," from being compelled to hand 
over their money "through fear ol what may 
befall them if they reluse."

D 0. ORUTOHEB. 

The subject of this sketch was born in 
the Sandwich Islands, April 1st, 1813. of 
rich and respectable parents, for, in that 
day and in that country, riches and 
respectability were not incompatible. 
His childhood was passed upon the 
bright sands of the sea-shore and in the 
cool shades of the palm groves. He 
learned early to make stick-horses of the 
jointed bamboo, to gather caoutchouc 
from the urceola elastica, and to bring 
down the chattering parrots and birds 
of Paradise with his unfailing boom- 
erang. He gathered cocoanuts, dates, 
and the small fruits of the island upon 
which he lived, until he became a noted 
rival of the great tiibe of what the Por- 
tugese Cdll Mongooz, known in English 
as monkeys. At the tender age of twelve 
years he was one day "walking thought- 
ful upon the shore," his garments con- 
sisting of a beautiful string of sharks' 
teeth, which he wore about his neck, a 
bracelet of periwinkles upon his right 
arm, and a small lignum vit;e boomerang 
under his left, when he attracted the at- 
tention and admiration of the Queen 
of Spain, who was then on a visit to 
her cousin, one of the chiefs of the 
Sandwich Islanders. So greatly was 
she pleased with his fine manly ap- 
pearance that she entered at once 
upon negotiations with his parents, and 
ere the sun of that day was set had be- 
come his happy possessor. The price 
paid for him was a jack-knife, two yards 
of calico, and a bombazine shirt — wealth 
enough, in that time and at that place, 
to have ransomed a kingdom. 

The first step of the modest queen was 
to furnish him with a red flannel scarl or 
kilt, which he wore about his loins, and 
to place upon his head a crown of pea 
cock feathers. She then embarked with 
him in a canoe and bade a hasty fare- 
well to her distinguished relative, in ap- 
prehension that a mob might undertake 
to prevent his being carried abroad. Ar- 
riving in Spain, he was first sho*n 
through the kingdom, and then sent to 
Moscow to receive the ground-work of 
an education, and to adapt his constitu- 
tion to all changes of temperature. He 
remained there about five years, and then 
entered the Sultan's private school at 
Constantinople. His progress in learn- 
ing was wondeiful, and at the tender age 
of twenty-two years he was able to ma- 
triculate at the College of Hong Kong. 
In eight years more he had graduated 
with the highest honors, and had con- 
ferred upon him the magnificent title of 
G. A. J. 

Through the munificence of his patron, 
the amiable Queen of Spain, he then 
went upon a tour of the world, and soon 
began to develop a taste for that glorious 
and philanthropic work which has char- 
acterized his later manhood. 

Though suffering from no nostalgia! 
his mind often reverted to his childhood's 
home on the bright sands and in the 
palm groves of his island; and in think- 
ing of the condition of his people, he 
conceived the first grand idea of 
CLOTHING. In one of his rambles 
through Circassia he came upon a great 
herd of goats, which he purchased and 
ordered clipped, obtaining from them 
about 300,000 pounds of mohair, which 
he had manufactured into cardinal shirts 
and sent by vessels to Honolulu and 
Hawaii for distribution among the natives 
This venture was very so in followed by 
others of similar proportions, until in a 
few years he had provided garments for 
all of the people of the Sandwich 
Islands. 

Pursuing his taste in this line, he visited 
all the great looms of Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, familiarizing himself with the 
texture of all fabrics and perfecting a de- 
sign to provide garments for the entire 
world. 

In gratitude to his benefactress, he had 
made for her an entire trousseau at great 
labor and expense- but this experiment 
proved a failure, as the queen preferred 
loose wrappers on account of the trouble 
of dressing so often 

With a view to carrying out his design 
to clothe the universe, he established 
White Hall at the capital of the" Grand 
Old Commonwealth, the accurate cen- 
tre of the world. He piled it full of fine 
garments, and for several years past has 
been making monthly distributions. In 
order that the world may not call it a 
public charity, for he is modest in con- 
ferring his benefits, he accepts a mete 
nominal price for all articles distrib- 
uted. 

In memory of his native land and peo- 
ple, he keeps always on hand large stocks 
of palm-leaf hats, bambo canes and In- 
dia rubber overcoats. The picture which 
we give flatters him a little, but this par- 
tiality is excusable in an artist who ad- 
mires him so extravagantly.
